COINS  WITH  BIBLE  NARRATIVE 

TREASURE-  TROVE 

A fascinating  story  of  Alexander 
the  Great  is  told  by  the  Jewish 
historian  Josephus.  It  recites  how 
Alexander  had  taken  the  Phoenician 
city  of  Sidon,  and  was  advancing 
toward  Jerusalem.  The  Jews  were 
terrorized.  Jaddua,  the  high  priest 
besought  God  for  his  protection,  and 
God  directed  him. 

Accordingly,  Jaddua  had  the  city 
adorned  and  its  gates  opened;  he 
told  the  people  to  dress  in  white 
and  go  out  to  meet  and  welcome 
Alexander. 

Jaddua  took  him  into  the  Temple, 
and  read  to  him  the  prophecies  of 
the  Book  of  Daniel.  Which  verses 
Jaddua  is  supposed  to  have  read,  we 
cannot  know,  but  keep  in  mind  that 
Daniel's  prophecies  were  written 
about  two  hundred  years  before  the 
days  of  Alexander.  We  can  easily 
imagine  Jaddua  reading: 

"And  a mighty  king  shall 
stand  up,  that  shall  rule 
with  great  dominion,  and  do 
according  to  his  will." 

(Dan.  11:3) 

Josephus  relates,  that  on  hearing 
the  prophecies  of  Daniel,  Alexander 
believed  it  was  he  of  whom  the  pro- 
phet was  foretelling,  and  it  gave 
him  great  surety  and  confidence.  He 
made  friends  with  the  Jews  and 
ranted  them  remarkable  favors. 
JOSEPHUS,  Book  11,  Chap.  8) 

Soon  after  this,  Alexander 

"-made  many  wars,  and  won  ma^y 
strong  holds,  and  slew  the 
kings  of  the  earth,  and  took 
spoils  of  many  nations, 
insomuch  that  the  earth  was 
quiet  before  him;  whereupon 
he  was  exalted,  and  his 
heart  was  lifted  up." 

(1  Nacc.  L}2,3) 

One  evening,  on  being  richly  ban- 
quetted  in  Babylon,  Alexander  over- 
indulged. A short  illness,  and  like 
Belshazzar  two  hundred  fifteen  years 
before  him,  another  famed  sovereign 
lay  dead  in  that  great  city  on  the 
Euphrates. 

We  read  in  secular  history,  that 
after  Alexander  became  ill  he  was 
asked  who  should  succeed  him,  to 
wliich  he  replied,  "The  most  worthy." 
The  APOCRYPIIA  has  this: 

"And  after  these  things  he 
fell  sick,  and  perceived 
that  he  should  die.  Whereupon 
he  called  his  servants. . .such 
as  were  honourable .. .and 
parted  his  kingdom  among 
them... And  after  his  death 
they  al 1 put  crowns  upon 
themselves..."  (l  Macc.  L;5-9) 

Modern  Gidonians  tell  of  how  in 
l350  A.D.  a group  of  workmen  dug  up 
several  copper  pots  that  were  full

of  Greek  gold  staters  of  two  kinds. 
One  kind,  made  in  Amphipolis,  was 
that  of  Philip  II  which  has  on  its 
obverse  the  laureate  head  of  Apollo, 
and  on  the  reverse  tws  horses  and  a 
chariot  — called  a biga  (bye-ga). 
The  chariot  and  four  horses  is 
called  a quadriga  (kwa-rye'  ga).  The 
charioteer  on  this  gold  stater  of 
Phillip's  is  holding  the  reins  in 
his  left  hand  and  a goad  in  his 
right.  The  other  kind  of  stater  was 
Alexander's;  it  was  made  in  Syria 
and  had  the  goddess  Athena  on  the 
obverse;  she  is  wearing  a helmet 
adorned  with  a coiled  serpent.  On 
the  reverse  is  the  Greek  goddess 
Nike  (ney'  key),  a winged  goddess; 
she  is  standing  draped  in  a chiton 
(kie'ton) — a floor-length,  loosely- 
draped  gown  of  classical  times.  She 
carries  a staff  in  her  left  hand 
and  at  the  right  time  she  wings  her 
way  through  the  air,  bearing  in  her 
right  hand  a wreath  to  place  upon 
the  head  of  some  victor. 

Since  these  two  kinds  of  staters 
were  the  only  coins  in  the  buried 
pots,  it  seems  certain  that  they 
were  hidden  there  by  aides  of 
Alexander  to  await  his  return  from 
Babylon. 

For  a time  the  rich  find  was  kept 
a secret,  but  there  were  too  many 
sharing,  and  after  they  had  appro- 
priated a large  part  of  the  treasure, 
the  secret  leaked  out. 

The  governor  of  Sidon  called  upon 
those  workmen  to  bring  in  their 
discovered  coins.  Too  late  ! — only 
a small  portion  could  be  gathered. 
Even  that,  is  claimed  to  have  num- 
bered more  than  two  thousand  of 
those  precious  Greek  gold  staters.

THE  BENCH  THAT  BECAME  A BANK 


SILVER  DOLLAR  SIZE  COINS  OF  THE  WORLD 


In  ancient  times  in  Greece  and 
Rome,  it  was  the  custom  of  the  money 
changers  to  sit  on  benches  in  the 
temple  with  their  scales  and  pieces 
of  money  to  conduct  the  business  of 
exchanging  the  money  of  the  wor- 
shippers for  temple  offerings.  In 
Latin  the  word  bench  is  "bancus," 
that  is  how  the  word  "bank"  origi- 
nated. In  Italian  bench  is  "banco" 
and  in  French  "banque,"  and  in 
German  "bank." 

There  is  no  doubt  but  that  bank- 
ing functioned  or  was  regulated  by 
governments  in  ancient  Egypt, 
Babylon,  Greece  and  Rome.  One  in- 
stance to  support  this  view  is 
found  in  the  Comedy  of  "Phormioj" 
Terence  has  a dialogue  with  refer- 
ence to  depositing  money  and  draw- 
ing out  funds  by  check.  Cicero  also 
mentions  a check  and  a letter  of 
credit  in  his  plays. 

As  early  as  the  fifth  century  A.D, 
the  term  "bank"  is  found  in  Italian 
historical  writings,  but  with  the 
decline  of  civilization  in  the  dark 
ages,  there  was  very  little  which 
could  be  called  banking.  For  the 
origin  of  modern  banking  practices 
we  must  come  down  to  the  money 
dealers  who  flourished  in  Florence 
and  Venice  in  the  twelfth  and 
thirteenth  centuries.  - Pelbe

THE  PILGRIM  HAIJ  DOLLAR 

In  1920  occurred  the  300th  anni- 
versary of  the  landing  of  the 
Pilgrims  on  the  coast  of  New 
England.  The  town  of  Plymouth, 
Mass.,  where  they  landed  from  the 
Mayflower,  celebrated  the  event  in 
1921  by  several  pageants  that 
attracted  national  attention. 

In  commemoration  of  this  historic 
event,  a special  half  dollar  was 
struck  and  turned  over  to  the 
Pilgrim  Tercentenary  Commission  for 
distribution  through  the  National 
Shawmut  Bank  of  Boston.  These  were 
placed  on  the  market  at  $1.00  each 
and  bear  the  dates,  1920  and  1921. 

In  1920,  there  were  200,112  pieces 
struck  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint, 
and  in  1921,  100,053  additional 
of  the  same  design  were  coined,  of 
which  80,000  were  remelted,  leaving 
20,053  outstanding.

below  the  elbow  of  Pilgrim  is  for 
Dallin — Cyrus  E.  Dallin,  Boston 
sculptor  who  designed  the  coin.

'Mayflower"  sailing  to  left; 
around  the  edge,  "Pilgrim,  Ter- 
centenary Celebration,  1620-1920." 

In  1921  the  same  as  above,  but 
with  date  1921  introduced  on  Ob- 
verse in  left  field.  As  the  pre- 
vious piece  bore  only  anniversary 
dates  I62O-I92O,  the  addition  of 
this  second  date  is  interesting. 

Most  collectors  agree  that  it  is 
a rather  neat  design;  the  only 
criticism  has  been  that  Dallin 
adopted  a sailing  vessel  of  a later 
period  than  the  original  Mayflower.
